However I am not entirely 
farished—I with ftill for the blood 
of the Auftrians who are in your 
countries, I offer for this pur- 
pofe five fequins for each German 
head that you fend me, and five 
hundred for that of Colonel Wuk- 
ofewich, who I know is in one of 
your forts.
